THE OASE OF MULE. PATTI. 

Mile, Patt by “her next friend” James WU- 
Mam Macdonald, Howard street, Strand, has sought 
the jotervention of Vice-Chocellor Stuart oo 
half of herself and her \nterests, The defendants 
in the suit, it appears, arc ber father, Solvatore 
Patti, sod A Mr. Maurice Strakoteh, hor brother 
in-law, “The follocring history of this singular ease 
is given by the Daily Telegré 

Adeling Maria Johanna Clorindn Patti was born 
on the 19th February, 1613, and ahe has been en- 
gaged in operaileeincing at Brussels, Gueab Liege, 
ouvaine, Amsterdam, the Hague, Utrecht, Paris, 
Vienna, Lendon, and other towne In England, in the 
couree of which ‘rhe has carned very large sums of 
money. Her singing engagements wero entered {nto 
on ber behalf by the defendants, who nesimed to act 
aa her guardians, dircoted and controlled all her 
muovernente, and recelved all the protite of her en- 
Eacemeats, which amounted in one year to upward 
Of £21,000, for which sum they have never accounted 
to Mile. Patt) She arrived in Enginod oa the 4th 
of May last, under the escort of tho defendante, who 
acted as her guardians, and they thereupon entered 
into some cagsgementa on her hebalf with Mr. Gye, 
toring at the Covent Garden Opera Houre, during 
the months of May, June, and July, on the ferme of 
aiarge fun of msey Deioe paid to the derendante 
‘Phe bil stated that the defendants threatened and 
intended to recelve that without the coreent of Mlle, 
Patt, and that they had entered into further engage- 
ments for the plaintiff to ving in Paris and other 
continental torus, during the ensulng months of 
August, September, October, November, December, 
Jaguars, and February pext. nlthough ‘Mille. Patth 
ill, belore tbe expiration of that perlod, have at- 
tained her majority. It alco stated that her father 
had, in consideration of an annuity from Msurice 
Straosch, entered Into some arrangement with bim 
which enabled him personally to control her move. 
ments; that the Jatter always accompanies her snd 
her maid-serynnt to and from the theatre; that ho 
received all moncys paysble to her in virtue of her 
engagements, nnd that he eave receipts for such mo- 
bese, but had oever accounted to Mile. Patti for 
them, nad retsine them without her consent. Mlle. 
Patti realdes with the defendants; they travel with 
dor, and live upon her earings. Mile, Pattl would 
have hed no objection to make them a reasonable 
allowance out of her earnings, if they had behaved 
Kindly to her. 

‘The bill proceeded to state that the defendants had 
acted for many monthe past with cruelty and op- 
preeelon toward her, and continued to do 0, {n con 
Pequence of which che dally goe2 In erest bodily and 
mental fear. Every movement la watebed by her 
father, and still more by Mnurles Strakosch, nck 
ther of whom will allow her to commualcate with 
her friends or to receive letters from them, and 
they eek to thwart oll freedom of actlon on ber 

art and contine her to certain rooms, and even 

Hireaten ber with violence in ene of her realatance. 
They even yo co tar as to open her letters without 
her consent, and to retnin some from her alto- 

ether. Alndrice Strakorch has also accused Mille. 
ANU or dlehonorable conduct; nad of ncto of which 
abe {s totally innocent; by which they haye driven 
her, a8 she has alleged, almost to the verge 
of ‘madess, snd she 18 represcoted as belog 
thereby rendered most mifccrable. She bas en- 
tered into an engirement of marriogo with Aa 

‘oung Belgian nobleman of fortune, bimeelf, un- 
fortunately, also. intoor, to whow she 1s ardently 
attached, avd who Js now In this country, Her 
father aud brothcr-In-law strenuously object to the 
inarriage, or, in fact, to any marriago on Ler part, 
they belog evidently afraid thoy will thereby be de- 
privedof the protite of her cagagements. Mile. Patti 
Bad her betrothed became engaged In March, 1862, 
with the knowledge of thelr reapestive parents, 
Snivatore Patti having promised hia consent if the 
father of the young nobleman consented. He has 
done 0, yet Sig. Patt now refuses ; and he nnd his 
fon-nlaw bave prevented sil commuvication be- 
tyeen the two lovers. The gentleman having ample 
menns of his own, has most honorably offered to 
abstain from receiving any monoy to which Mile. 
Patti may be entitled ; and ta desirous that all her 
own property, whether present or future, may bo 
secured for her separate ure. 

Such were the statements made in support of the 
prayer, that during the remaining period of her tl- 
hority Mile. Patti might have the protection of the 
Court, to restrain the {nther apd brother Lo-law from 
molesting her, interfering with her persoonl Ilberty, 
Brrceeiving money made under tle coutract with 
Mr. Gyo or any of her earning, with the further 
prayer that the Court should appolat a guardian of 
Rer own pereon nad property. According tothe 
imperfect reports which had got abroad, 1t might be 
supposed that the result of the application was 
purely negative, the Court simply decltniog to tn- 
ferfere ; but practically, wo believe, the result Ja 
very different, The motion made’ on bebalf of 
the defeodaats was merely for an order that 
Mr, D(acdoaald should pay the costa of a. pre- 
vious motion snd of thie Instove, and his Honor 
dcelined to make any frech order; the plaintif hay- 
{hg undertaken to pay corte on certain conditions. Ip 
short, the cand had been settled out of d wo 
belleve we are joatitied in saying that the dénovement 
Ippuch ea cverybody would expect, Tt fu obvious 
that although the “natural” cuardiang might reta: 
custody of a aiigor, that privilege would terminate 
on English coil in A few months, whilo the young 
Jody had one means of retribution and compulsion mt 
her own command, in etmple silence. Among the 
ppeciied condition were the correction of certain 
Nblished statements, aod, we bear, there remalas 
ttle doubt that nt no distant date all obstacles wilh 
be removed to the marriage of Mile. Pattl with the 
Poron De Ville, who ts now residing in Dury strect, 
St, James.—Euroyeon Times.

Uxioy Betweex THE OLD AND Nx Scuoot 
Brawous,—The action of the same body on the 
recently agitated question of union between the Old 
and Noi School branches of the Presbyterian, Is 
leo an interceting item of history. The series of 
reolutlons adopted with reference to this subject 
oxpreas, ne the judgment of tho General Assembly, 
that itis not expedient at this te to take any de 
olded action upon ft, and in the third resolution the 
nignificant exhortation fe contatued, that, ng n pro~ 
paratory step for such a union over belng effected, 
‘the ministers, clders, snd auch as have the care 
and inetcustlon of the young, be increasingly carc- 
ful to exbibit clearly tho distinctive princtples of 
Ohristian doctrine and chureh polity, ae held by the 
Presbyterian Church.” The fact that the forms of 
dostrine preached hy New School Preabyteriaas to- 
day, and thote professed by the other branch, are 20. 
glaringly nt variance with each other will it is 
feared, render this point alone an insuperable bar 
rice sgaipgt the contemplated unton. 

Founrit or Jus SerMons.—The Committes of 
the National Union League, of this eity, having in 
charge tho programme for tho celebration of the 
Fourth of Juty, propose to inyite all the clergymen 
In the clty to proach a germon on Sunday, July Sth, 
from the text, ' Peoclaim Iberty throughout all the 
Innd, unto ‘all the Inhabitants thereof,” the 
motto Inscribed on the old State Houro bell, the ob 
Jeot being, we understand, to collect oll the eermona 
‘attorwards snd publish them in one volume.

Various 
propositions for its observance In Geneva have been 
made, but serious hindrances are met in the ration 
nliatie character of the Reformed churches in that 
city, Another plan hae been suggested by three pro- 
feruora of the Protestant Seminary of Straeburg— 
Messrs. Reuss, Baum, and Quaitz—whied le to pub- 
lish tho reformer'a complete worke, and thie will 
probably be done. If en, the edition contemplated 
will fill coventy-tive to one hundred quarto volumes, 
faa it ls to embrace the voluminous writings of this 
great man which have never heretofore been printed.

The 
publication contemplated will comprise: 1. The 
doctrinal and polemle writings of the Reformer; 2. 
His commentaries on the Old and Now Testaments ; 
3, Hisemaller writings, tracts,'letters, &e.; 4, His 
ecrmona and works on popular education.

THE SHIP OROWN POINT BURNT BY THE 
FLORIDA, 

New York, Juno 18.—The ship Orown Point, 
from New York for San Francisco, was burnt by the 
privateer Florida, May 13th, in Jat. 70, long, 24. 

Captain Gift, of the ship Crown Polnt, states that 
he eniled from New York on April 9th for San Fran 
cisco, On'the 13th of May he was bearded by the 
pirate Florida, which was under British colors, and 
taken posecssion of, After taking whatthey wanted 
from the obip, the pirates burned her. 

‘On the 20th they fell in with the Danish brig Vire 
lois, to which venael the eaptala, hia wife, and two 
sons, two mates, nnd others, were transferred and 
brought to this port. The pirates sont a. barrel of 
bread and beef on board the Virginia for Oaptato 
Gift and party. 

' ahs aes of the Virglaia was exceedingly kiod 
ro the patty. 

The sbip Crown Point was owned by Ourtis & 
Peabody, of Boston, who had ber tnaured for 
$150,000 fa the war ria 

New York, June 18 —The cargoof the ship Crown

riek. 


OAPTAIN OreT'S STATEMENT. 

May 13.—At10 A. M., and ten miles N. E. from 
Pernambuco, heard report of eall ho! which proved 
to bo 8 herm. brig bound north; about the esme 
time saw the spars of a vessel nbout 10 milea north. 
west; baving all exlls furled, and steering directly 
for us, and having the appearance of rining out of 
theses, The ship at that time was not golog more 
then 6 knota an hour, and there was no possibility 
for Ue toescape, At'11 o'clock the steamer was 
nlongelde, and ‘hailed the ehip, where from and 
tound—se having English colote flying, her crew 
all st quarters, sod the port guna fronted to the ship. 
The Crown Point being now hove to, and the 
steamer lyiog on our starboard quarter, the 
sent A bont on bonrd, the crew of whlch wore all 
well armed; aleo an oficer, and an armed prizo 
crew. The officer then Informed me that my abip 
Was A prize to the Confederate States steamer Flo- 
rida, Lieutenant Commanding Maflitt, ‘Tho officer 
then demanded the ship's papers, and informed mo 
that [must goon boand the eteamer, The officer 
sttended mo into the cabin. After having got all 
of the papera, we went on deck. Eight of the ship's 
crew requested'to join (he steamer, and the olfer was sc 
cepted. The elght men were sent in the boat with 
myself to the steamer. The steamer kept 
the English colors flying until the boat got 
slongside the ship, when they were hauled 
down, and replaced hy the Confederate tag, 
After’ ceitiog oa. board the. Florida Twas. Te 
celved hy Captatn Mafiitt, who toformed me ho foe 
fended to burn my stp, And could not accept eny 
bonds, as ho had efrist ondera from bis Government 
to destroy and burn all sbipa under the American 
fing, in order to help briog this war to a clora by the 
destruction of our commerce. He also informed mo 
that vessels with neutral cargoes, not contraband of 
war, would be bonded, though ho consldcred the 
bonde of but little value. Findlog I wae unable to 
Make arrangements to bond, the yeaecl, T was 
allowed to go on board the ship, where I 
found the things pretty well upside dewn. My 
three chronometera, sextant, charts, books, pistole, 
guns, and all my tlothiog, were On deck, roady 
to 20 Into the bont; alao tho rematnder'of tho 
ship's crew, with the exception of the mate, who 
wag allowed to romain with me. ‘They aleo took hia 
sextant, charts, and spy glaerea. They allowed us 
only our clothing, leaving bedding, and many other 
articles bebind, ‘Tconsider wy lors at mbout $1,500, 
in Inatruments alooe, At 7 P.M. 1 wae ordered, 
with my wife and children, and the mate, into the 
boat. After gettiog on board, the eaptaln offered 
Mra. Glet his eabin, and invited us to thks our 
meais nt his cabli. I found the balance of 
the crew in frong, and tho posta plying to and 
fro between the ship and the steamer, bring- 
fog stores, clothing, whisky, cook's ' galley, 
stream anchor, and some new rigelug, and every: 
thing they stood fn need of, to the ateamer, in- 
cluding n fot of oyaters, and all the ship's stores. 
At ono o'clock the Lith ‘the Crown Point was given 
to the flames, with wll her eatin ect. Tho boats then 
came alongslde the steamer, Takiog one of my 
boats they eailed around the ship, aod then kept on 
anorthesst course. The Florida’ only came out of 
the port of Pernambuco the day before. ‘Tho F. bas 
six brondslde cups, and two ten-tnch pivots, with § 
crew of nlacty men, threo Heutenants, two mas- 
tera mates, and two doctors. She ‘is abla. to 
steam twelve knots an hour, aod paila well 
uoder canvas. On the 16th the Florida bore to 
the west, and at 3 P.M. made Capo St. Roque, 
nnd Captain MaMtt Informed me he waa going 
to land us at Natal Rio Grande éel Norte, but the 
current had sent the steamer some twenty-tive miles 
tolecwatd of that port. Ata P. ML, standing east, 
they reported a steamer comlag én the opposite 
course, whereupon tho Florida was put on 
tho other tack, and, In an hour's tho, tacked 
agata to the east, nieanwhile losing slght of the 
steamer. Mafltt, now apprehending thst the 
steamer In question might Ne a Fedoral man-of 
war, kept wellto thecast. May 16th, st 3 P, ML, 
oamo 10 anchor on the north aide of the Rocons 
Telanda, at whlch plnco wo rommined til the 20th 
of May, when, at 343 P.M.yn sall was reported 
standing to the north. At 4, tho Florida was 
under welzh, steering for the véeeel, which proved 
to bo the Danish brig: Virginia, from Buenos Ayres, 
for Now York. She was broucht to by a gun, and 
the English faz was holsted. ‘The Florida thea gent 
& boat on board to make arrangements for out pate 
snge, but tho captain informed the olfioer that he

Tha dis- 
covery of theee plecea In followed immediately by 
cuttiog them ia halyea with a chizel, whea they are 
returned to thelr owners, who, of course, replace 
them with good cain,

"At the present rate of premium, mix to seven dol 
lara! srorth of gold cna bo taken from a tea-dollar 
gold pleco, while tho filling Is estimated to be worth 
four dollars per ougce—one-fitth, perhaps, of the 
Value of the metal abstracted. 

‘The alcill with which this fraud te committed con-

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THE INVASION OF THE STAT! 

Personal advices from the State capital, 
and a full understanding of the military 
situation, as well as the efforts of the Go- 
yernor to repel invasion, enable us to speak 
in this issue with contiderce, There are 
many who think that the failure or neglect 
of the rebels to capture Hnrrisburg indicates 
that the recent alarm was groundless, and 
that our State authorities were under the in- 
fluence of a frenzy that is sometimes seen 
in peacefiil States. Political enemies of the 
Governor took occasion to: ridicule him 
‘as an alarmist, and to attribute to the worst 
purposes his monly and brave prepseations 
to meet the enemy. Nothing could be more 
cruel, Goyanor CURTIN was among those 
qho, a few weeks ago, or imurediately after 
the battle of Chancelloryille, anticipated 
the danger that now threatens us. He 
reasoned very justly, that General Ler, 
ag soon as he recoyered from the effects 
of the attack of General Hooxrn—famished, 
weary, end desperate—in the midst of 
a country that had been exhausted snd 
devastated by his troopers, would moye 
into the rich nnd inyiting valleys of Penn- 
sylvania. Sruarnt had been there, and 
yetumed with clowing accounts of the milk 
and honey and fatness of the land. Mr, 
Barciay, our philanthropic and eminent 
townsman, entertained the Governor's 
opinion. In she pursuit of his benevolent 
mission amovg our soldiers he had obtained 
information leading him to believe that Lee 
awas massing his forces near Culpeper, with 
pontoon trains and transportation, and pro- 
nouncing his purpose to be the invasion of 
Pennsylvania, These impressions were 
communicated to the Department of War; 
and, although the Army of the Potomac, 
weakened and reduced, bad xs much as 
any army could be expected to accomplish, 
the Government directed that it should be 
mancuyred with the yiew of protecting 
Pennsylyania as well as the capital of the 
country. 

‘The attack upon Brandy Station was pro- 
jected with this purpose. A comparatively 
unimportant affiir, by resson of the small 
numbers engaged, this attack was, in itself, 
one of the most brilliant nnd audacious 
achievements of the war, The rebel news- 
papers, with dismal candor, admitted that 
their force had been surprised in a shameful 
manner, and were only saved from annihi- 
lation by fierce fighting. That attack had 
the proper effect. Lex’s great cavalry force 
wwas shattered, and, instead of adyancing in 
proud array, it was compelled to bury its 
ead and wounded. This saved the State 
from an inyasion that would haye beex deso- 
lating in its character, for, instead of a 
mere occupation of Chambersburg by a 
small cavalry force, we should have bad 
Srvarr on the fords of the Upper Susque- 
hanna, When we compare the raid of Jen- 
roxs with that of Srvaur last year, we see 
ow weak the cavalry force isnow,compared 
with what it was at that time. Sruanr en- 
tered Pennsylvania in the face of an army 
that occupied Maryland, held the upper Po- 
tomac, aud was within thirty miles of Cham- 
persburg. That army is now on the other 
side of the Potomac, and has no control 
over the upper part of the river, and yet 
Sruarr’s successor has been unable thus far 
todo more than burn a bridge and steal 
horses, Lex cyidently has no intention to 
invite from Hooxzn an attack that would 
certainly be fatal. 

The Administration did all that was in its 
power, and the States have done the rest, 
We thank the Governors of New York and 
New Jersey and Ohio for their promptitude 
and energy. To be sure, a successful 
invasion of this State would transfer the 
war to the Delaware and the Hudson and 
the Ohio, and any aid to us is the aid of 
self-preservation ; but we must neverthelsss 
see that this joint action of these States is the 
proudest evidence of strength and majesty 
that the Republic has seen, A week ago 
and Harrisburg was at the mercy of the 
most enterprising rebel genoral. If Jenkins 
had shown half the enterprise of @xrerson 
or STONEMAN, ot if he had not been weaken 
ed by Purasanron’s assault, he mighthave 
ridden to the top of Capitol Hill and taken 
part in the deliberations of the Democratic 
Convention, Now, there is a large army 
under General Cover; long lines of forti- 
fications encircle the approaches to the city, 
and before Harrisburg can be assailed the 
penutiful plain and yalley that roll so gently 
down the side of the Susquehanna would 
become a ficld of blood. Rifle-pits and 
earthworks command eyery ford of the 
river, and in the West fortifications are 
springing up in every assailable point. So 
far as mere fighting strength is concerned— 
the strength to repel or nssail—Pennsyl- 
yania is stronger to-day by the power of a 
hundred thousand men than she was in the 
beginning of this month of June; and it 
wwas no idle boast of his Excellency the 
Goyernor, that before many days we should 
be able to drive the rebels from the State if 
they persisted in the occupation of the 
southern counties, 

Governor Cunriy, by his energy and 
promptitude, has thus made Pennsylvania 
us a great army in the path of Lee's ad- 
yance. General Hooxen is in the rear, and 
operating on the south side of the Potomac, 
This was the suggestion of General HAn- 
eck to General McOne.ian before the ad- 
vance to Antietam, and it was thought if it 
hed been taken, that the great battle would 
not have been a fruitless victory, The uid 
given to General Hooxen by the action of 
Goyernor Curtntn is incaleulable, No mat- 
ter what the effect of the next battle may 
be, Pennsylvania is prepared. If the re- 
hels are defeated, we can assist in their 
discomfiture, If they should be victo- 
rons, we are ready, with fixed bayonets, to 
yeceive their advance. As we cannot rule 
the uncertain chance of war, we do not 
know what the future will bring ; and it is 
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the trne policy to be prepared, at the same 
time to rejoice at a triumph, or to retrieve a 
disaster, This is now the position of Peun- 
sylyania, 

COLORED TROOPS. 

The magnitude of the war in which the 
Government is now engaged was not origi 
nally compiehended by even our most saga 
cious statesmen, When the firat gun was 
fired on Fort Sumpter, a call was made by 
President Lrnconx for seventy-five thou- 
sand troops—a number which, in compari- 
son with any former army of the country, 
was so vast that the Administration and the 
people confidently believed it would be suf- 
ficient to quell the rebellion, Time, how- 
ever, hns shown the fallacy of that opinion. 
Hundreds of thousands of men haye since 


been equipped and put into the field, and | 


hyndreds of thousands have given up their 


lives for their country, and yet the rebellion | 


continues—shorn, it is true, of much of its 
strength, and restricted to narrower limits, 


but yet a living fact—hopeful, if we may | 


place ay reliance in the boasts of rebel 
joumals and rebel leaders, of tinal success. 

That the Government has not been 
successful as it hoped to be, and as the 
friends of the country predicted it would be, 
the most loyal must admit. Why it is so, 
Many 
reasons might be given, none of which 
would remedy the failures of the past, nor 
perhaps be of any advantage in the tuture. 
We should not, however, ignore the lessons 
of the past two years, During that period 
if any one thing has been more plainly 
taught than another, it is—dhat if the Go- 
eernment would speedily and effectually crush 
the rebellion, it must avail itself of the ser- 
vices of the colored people—not only the free 
colored people of the North, (who, from the 
first, were eager to fight for the country, ) 
but of the contrabands of the South, who in 
this war can take but the one side, To this 
opinion the people are being rapidly edu- 
cated, Very few loyal people now, what- 
ever may have been their prejudices one or 
tivo years ago, are opposed to the employ- 
ment of colored troops. Nor should they 
be, Not a single good reason can be given 
against the measure, whilst many can be 
given in its fayor—not the least important of 
which is the now pretty general opinion, 
that when the Government once fully avails 

self of this potent clement the rebellion 
will speedily be crushed, and not till 
then, The principal argument agai 
is based upon prejudice against co- 

Why that should have any more 
weight with us than with the English 
or French, we haye never been able to un- 
derstand, Both those nations employ co- 
Jored troops'; and if they can do so, more, 
perheps, to extend their dominions than to 
preserve their nationality, why should we 
not do so, to preserve our existence as a-na- 
tion? Rev. Jomy McCrixtoex, D. D. 
the Paris correspondent of The Methodist, 
(whose services in both France and Eu 
laud have been most useful to the United 
States, and whose letters are among the bes 
foreign letters published in this couutry;) 
under date of May 19th, writes as fullows on 
the subject of ‘Black Troops :”” 

Some of the good people at home who have rot 
got over the prejudices eugendered by the long domt- 
ation of the siaveholdleg ariatocrato in American 
Politics, seem to have a profound horror of colored 
men in uniform. Tt would do auch persons good to 
spend a fev days in Paris just now. be lioos of the 
hour are the Spahis and Tiraitleurs of Alglers, who 
are nothing more oor leea than colored troopa, A 
corpa of them haa recently come to Paris, where they 
are to do duty, for the first tlme, in the garrison of 
the metropoli.” Cros follow theso sable or hall 
sable warriors wherever they appear, not in mockery, 
but in gonuilne admiration of theif stnlyvart forms

half Frenchmen snd halt Afriesns,”” 


We rejoice that tbe policy of organizing 
colored troops has been fully inaugurated 
by the Administration; and we confidently 
hope that before the end ofthe year—unless, 
in the meantime, the war shall baye been 
brought to a close—we shall have at least 
two hundred thousond negroes fully armed, 
equipped, and drilled to take part in the 
overthrow of this wicked rebellion of sla- 
very. God seenis to have placed these peo- 
pleat our disposal, and it would be madune. 
on our part any longer to reject their nid. 


OUR FOOD AND DRESS. 

The promise of on unusually plentiful 
harvest in Europe, and particularly in Eng. 
land, has already began to check export 
tions hence. Notwithstanding oir war, the 
quantity of grain and corn grown in this 
country, during the present year, will be as 
much, at least, as the production of 1862. 
If our exports be diminished, which must 
follow if Europe also has a good harvest, 
the supply here will be greater than the de- 
mand, and the price of floyr will tumble 
down, naturally causing a reduction in the 
present exorbitant prices of other provision 
for, all through the civilized world, the cost 
of the “staff of life’? regulates the cost of 
othor,descriptions of food. Ifa barrel of 
flour, fit for ordinary domestic use, were 
sold at $5, instead of $8.50 te $9, we should 
pay 8 to 10 cents per pound for yeal and 
mutton, nnd 12 to 15 cents per pound for 
best beef and lamb, instead of from 16 to 18 
cents for the two former, and 20 to 25 cents 
for the latter, 

So far, so good; for the reduction of the 
present enormous cost of food is a great 
good. But there is another phase of the ques- 
tion. Provided that a much smaller amount 
than ordinary of our cereal products be ex- 
ported to Europe, the balance of trade, which 
regulates the exchanges, will turn against 
us, and our people should count the proba- 
bility of disaster from that. Supposo that 
to the nmount of one million dollars of 
any article be exported to England, and 
that we have been in the habit of receiving 
an equivalent in produce or manufictures, 
the account is balanced. But, when Eng- 
lund takes only half that amount from us, 
while we continue to receive the whole 
amount from her, there is a b: 
f million against us—a balance to be paid 
in gold, to be paid when due, the penalty 
being the slur of bankruptey, the disgrace 
of debt, and the stoppage of credit, if not 
so paid. 

Although our cost of living has very 
greatly incre of Jate, it has eon 
slightly felt by most persons, except those 
ith dincomes, When that cost is low, 


we shall not at this time discuss, 


this class gains; when that cost is high, it 


| suffers. At present, money is abundant, for 
|the expenditure for the war is perpetually 
‘throwing large amounts into circnlution, 
and these amounts are largely disbursed in 
the purchase of real estate, and articles of 
luxury in food, dress, and ornmment. The 
demand for these articles, mostly imported 
from Europe, is almost unexampleil, and 
/ WIL uot nbate while the war last even 
though our exports should dwindle down to 

a tenth of what they were, when not the 
| cereal products alone, but cotton, tobacco, 

rice, and turpentine were ulso among them. 

The difference between what we sell to 
|Enrope and what we buy from it’ must 
|be paid it gold; itis evident that, under 

that necessity, the price of gold willrun up 

to a monstrous premium; and this will pre- 
j Vent our reaping the advantage of cheap 
jliving from the abundant harvest soon to 
| be garnered in, 
There ave two remedies for this evil One, 
|to prohibit the exportation of the precious 
j metals, n course adopted by England in her 


| Napoleonic wars; the other, to restrain the 
| Tnxurions habits that have so much inte 
| of late. ‘The first, to be done by the B: 
| nnd Congress, is not likely to be resor' 
withough it would apply the axe to the root 
of the evil, The other process, which simply 
| consists in wearing plain clothes Spstead of 
| costly foreign fabrics, rests with’ opr wives 
and daughters, and is as little likely to be 
adopted us the other. It is easy-to foresco, 
however, thatif “ye shall walk in sifft attire,” 
continue the burthen of the popular struin, 
the time is not distant when the prices of 
foreign luxury will be doubled or even 
trebled, (with no more profits than at pre- 
sent to the shopkeepers, ) and that the pre- 
mium on gold to send abrond to pay for their 
original purpose will also be tremendous 
augmented. 


BUROPEAN TROUBLES. 
Eyery eighteen years or so there ig an 
epidemic in Europe, which always leads to 
warfare, and sometimes to revolution. Not 
to go very far back, let us take, the year 
1812, in which two great Powers blundered 
exceedingly, as France, by inyading Rus- 
sia, and England by declaring war with 
the United States. Eighteen yeurs later, 
in 1880, the French Revolution took place, 
and substituted the Orleans for the Bourbon 
dynasty : Poland arose in revolt; Belgimn 
asserted her independence, and became a 
kingdom; England became infuriated un- 
der the popular demand for Parliamentary 
Reform. Another cycle recurred in 1848-9, 
when the third French Reyohition took 
place. Germany flew to arms, Prussia and 
Austria contended for supremacy. Tun- 
gory asserted her independence. Sicily 
olied. War for freedom arose in Italy, 
A republic wus established in Rome on the 
flight of the Pope. There were Chartist 
movements in England and a rebellion in 
Ireland. Wow, the movement las recom- 
meuced, ufter another pause of eig! 
years. Greece throws off her Bavarian mi 


rulers. Poland ig ih arms for indepen- 
dence. England has got into trouble with 
Brazil. France has invaded Mexico. Rus- 


sin is embarrassed with difficulties. Prus- 
sia appears on the way to digmiss her wilful 
and yery stupid rs well as’ tyrannical 
monareh Be ta 

The closing of the Chamber of Deputies 
at Berlin, by the King's order, has been 
followed by a decree against the freedom of 
the press, which has crented general di 
satisfaction among all parties. The King, 
now in bis G7th year, has been compelled, 
by il-health, to take the mineral waters at 
Carlsbad fora tine. ‘The Crown Prince, 
his only son, has publicly expressed dis- 
satisfaction at the policy of the Ministry, 
and has declined to act as Viceroy of Prus- 
sia during the King’s absence. Prince 
Cant, the King's brother, has accepted the 
office, and, the last reports say, “is pre- 
pared to go any length in carrying out the 
policy of the, feudal party.” Ifhe does, 
hie own ejection from Berlin, tho deposition 
of the King, and the assumption of the 
crown by the Crown-Prince, Queen Vic- 
ronta's son-in-law, may be looked for be- 
fore many weeks have elapsed. Other 
European troubles will more slowly come 
too head. 


OUR MILITIA SYSTEM. 

One or two lessons may be learned trom 
the late excitement, and, among others, the 
necessity for a general enrolment of the 
State militin, During the time of war, aud 
particularly when hostilities are so near our 
State borders, the militia should be kept ou 
awar footing. Virginia obtained much of 
tho strange strength with which she bas re- 
sisted the Union army by her admirable 
system of State militia. Some of the best 
generals in the Southern army—Lee, Jack- 
son, and Srvant—were in the service of 
Virginia before they entered the army of the 
rebellion; aud even now, under the leader- 
ship of the discontented and disgraced 
Joun B. Foy, there is still 9 large 
army of militin acting as guerillas, 
independent companies and régiments, 
prowling in the mountains, oppresiing the 
loyal people of the upper counties, and in- 
terfermg with railway and telegraphle com- 
munications. The aid thus given to the 
cause of the rebellion has been of the most 
substantial character. Pennsylvania should 
have a militia system as perfect as Virginia ; 
and although its organization was post- 
poned until the danger almost mastered us, 
there can be no Detter time to commence 
than now. Let the Governor take the mat- 
terin hand, divide the State into new mili- 
tary districts, place good men at the head, 
and commence the work of organization and 
enrolment immediately.

The telegraph operator at Frederick reached thia 
city yesterday morning, having left that town in 
great hnate on the previous night. The rebels, 
numbering itogether not more than one hundred, 
entered Frederick about six o'clock, and took formal 
posseacion, The telegraphle tnstrumenta were left 
In perfect order, 20 great was the anxiety of the 
operator to get off In fear of being caught. The 
force taking posscasion of the towa were cavalry, 
and arasillto have inflicted no tojury upon the 
Inhabitants thus far.

LETTER FROM CaN, 
{Special Correspondence of The Presi.) 
Oso Ist Regent Gray Ruserves, 
Ovrame Harnisuona, June 29, 
Soarcely one year ago, when the regiment was 
summoned to the border, we thought Harrlaburg 
not co hanizome a resting-place as It might be. 
‘Then we were greeted on our maroh through the 
town with volumes of dust, that etrove to welcome 
usin a manner more furlous than agreeable, and 
Were suiceczatul In causing us tobid the capital adieu 
with no lingering regret. Nov, our stay here has 
not effaced oncof thore dissgrceable Impressions we 
firat had, for the elements have again been against 
us. Roinof the most penetrating and chilling cha- 
racter has been our portion since arsiving here, and 
now, with blankets out to dry, I am tempted to 
coribble a few lines usto our trip and present where- 
abouts. 
Our journey from West Philadelphia to this spot 
was but « repetition of the former one—crowdedcara 
aniooalcep, Even had there been room, the tench 
of the freight train would have precluded the poesi- 
bility ofslumber, Tut, notwithstanding these disn~ 
grecable accompaniments, the night wore on pleas 
anntly cnough, and Harrisburg was reached at about 
2A. M. Friday, Wo did not debark from the cara 
until moroing broke fully ujjon the acene, and then 
we were formed in line and marchea to Camp Cur 
tin, where Jt was intended wo should camp. But 
the erceping population of that choico spot belng 
entirely too numerous for cousfort, and {ts general 
condition approaching not on tho alighteet de 
gree to clennlinees, it was wisely determined to 
leave that fire in the rear and seek rome 
plensnuter location. Accordingly, wo retrented 
half « mile toward Harrleburg and pitched our 
tentless camp fa a fleld facing the railroad. Hardly 
had wo got thoroughly eatistied with our position, 
when the sky became overcast, and the roar of 
Heaven’a artillery opencd upon our devoted heads. 
It rained that night to n degree highly auggestive of 
saccond deluge, and the little shelter teats that our 
ingenfous hands had constructed from our gum 
binoketa were aon ripped up by the storm, and we 
were left exposed to the merellees beating of the 
rain, However, morning came at last, and with It 
the sunlight, aud here we are, making oureclves as 
morry and as comfortable as postible. It cannot 
aliwaye rain, and the ma will shine; and before the 
next waterfall encompsares us we hope to be under 
the protecting wing of Uncle Sam, nnd if he falla to 
give ua cholce shelter we will grumble 1a aveay that 
shall make his cars tingle for zome time to come. 
‘At the present time of writing, we have not the 
most remote Idea whero we are bound to, whether 
Weare to be sworn in or not; {n fact, ate In tho 
moat pleasing state of ignorance imaginable. But, 
then, hasn't somebody sald, Where ignorance 1s 
blirs’ ‘tis folly to be wise!” and so, with the pro- 
malse of letting you hear from me sgain, I subsorito 
myself Ignorantlyand happily yours, A. H. 
P, S.—Sunday Moroing, We haye juat got 
through another heavy wet, There were torrents 
of water last might, aod by the look of the dull 
leaden tky there appeara to be come more of the 
tamoaort left, However, we have got through two 
of them without the necessity of calling on tho 
coroner and jury to render verdicts of death by 
drowning, and I guess we can stand the 'impend= 
ng crfats."" 
‘Troops aro constantly arriving at Harrlaburg, sud 
there Is of course the usunl confusion attending the 
arrangements for quartering them, Buta few days 
will put matters In proper trim, and we will pros 
bably Le off to the reglon of bliss below, to wit— 
Chambersburg. AE

Vius-down every property La ithe 
arms should be found, ‘The guna wens promptly 
tured in according to order, aud a curious looking 
armory was coon establiched. ‘There were gune of 
all descriptions, come without barrele, some without 
triggers, and others without locke, but in the nume 
berthero were about two huadred good muskete, 
Jehich had been collected a(ter the raid last year by: 
the United States Quartermaster, * 

“As before stated, we played a litte eharp with 
the worthless trash ‘they compelled us to take for 
money. They demanded $900 for the horses taken 
from them by the eltizens.” They eet up the curious 
plea in support of this demand, that nocltizen basa 
Hent fofakepreperty foo mln uvaders yutfoat 
‘they had a right to take from thefarmera and others 
Any property that would be of use to them-—n reht 
Which they illustrated by eelzing about one hans 
dred snd ifty horses, and a quantity of anddles, 
harnesy, &2,, {a the neighborhoods So, av the week 
beat thing to be done, we collected tho $800 in rebel 
money from the ditferent atores, and with that pal 
them for thelr horses.

in hand, drove them through the ‘strecte, fiflne at 
them to'make them" hurry along! It woul have 
made your very heart ache to have witneseed thie 
high-handed and brutal outrage committed on these 
poor defenceless ereatures, ‘The indignation of our 
‘citizens was tatense, but what could they dol. ‘The 
first Jot eent through waa In chargeof a sinall guard, 
which waa captured, and the negroes get {reo apaln 
At Greencastle, about ten miles from here, but T am 
alrald they were recaptured again by the rebels, 

““T havé just hind @ conversation vith one of the 
wounded Union cavalry eoldicre, who fought ivith 
the rebels from Bunker Hill, and reached our place 
on Monday night about four hours before Jenulne’ 
forces camo in. There wero about 160 of them, and 
they ek{rmished with the rebel advance until ‘near 
Grrencaetle, We had this Young older ecereted 
While the rebela were here. They told ue that this 
Little band fought them gallantly at Bunker Hill 
from four o'clock until night. They used a brick 
chureh asa fort, making loop-holes through the 
walla for thetrgung. Although they admitted havin 
vastly superior force, our fellows fought them gal, 
Jnntly, and thus kept them from capturing the larre 
train of urmy wagons which pasecd through this 
Placoon Monday, Thia waa evidently the prize the 
Tebela were after, as the first question they avkel 
on thelr arrival wae, “How faris the wagon trala 
Ahead!" Of course, none of our eltizcns gave the 
antisfactory foformation. The bitternoas of thelr 
curses showed how much they were Jlsappointed, 
And how nobly our jittle force did thele duty in 
covering the retreat of the train,"

‘Tho rebel pick {a reported yesteniny tobe on 
the Baltimore road, about thirteen milea this silo of 
Frederick, are reported by lator accounts to have 
been Feleral plokets, mistaken by excited fugitives 
for rebelo, 

We learn by telegraph that another party of about 
fac hundred mounted rebel, priuoipally Mary: 
Iandera, from the direotion. of South Mountain, ox. 
tera Frederick at 9 o'clock on Sunday morging, 
and were nttacked and driven out of the town byt 
Party of Major Cole's Federal cavalry, who visited 
tho toven about thessiue time, ‘Thoy returaed again 
shortly after dinner, considerably relnforced, and in 
turn drove our men out of the city. At tho lateat 
necounte last evening there was a party of about

Ae visited the different points yeaterdny and found 
the men worldng in tine spirits, especially after if 
Waa announced that the City Councils had appro- 
Printed $100,000 to pay them for thelt labor. ‘Thelr 
wives were thronging out to eupply them with estas 
bles, and among those of the spectators who have 
been averge to using the nezro for military purpoes 
there was s rapid change in xentiment, A month 
Ago the presence of a negro regiment In Baltimore 
Youll have occasioned w popular outbreak but we 
doubt very much if the arrival of two or three suet: 
regiments at the precont moment would not bo 
halled with great satisfaction by. the loyal portion 
of our population. ‘The arrival of men with eune 
in thelr hands aro cordially welcomed, aod but little 
objection would be made as to thelr complexion, 

‘There was, however, no panto vietble among our 
loyal citizens. All were ready to mect the respauei.

MYSTERY OF COLONEL WILLIAMS, THE 
REBEL SPY. 

The telegraph some days eince sent forwant tho 
foot that two men had been banged at Fravkllo, 
Teno., by order of Geveral Roscctans, having beed 
condemned by a drum-head court as spies, About 
sundown on the Sth inat. they rode {nto Col, Baird's 
headquarters, wearing ‘cltfzen'a overcoats, Union 
regulation pata and capa, beelde the olde-arme 
usually worn by ofileers. They represented them- 
selves to be Col. Austio and Major Dunlap, Inepec- 
tor Gonerala of the United States Army.’ Suhee- 
quently Austin was identitied as Lawrence A. Wile 
Usme, of Georgetown, D. O., Jato of the United 
States Army, sod Dualapas Walter G. Peter, a lleu- 
tenant in the rebel army, Tho Buffalo Pupress anys 
that Williams wasn native of that city, and a son 
of the gallant Captain Williams, who fell'at Aton 

The correspondent of the Nashville Press, 
Account of the arrest and exccutlon we quote 
below, speaks of Williams aa more recently from 
Georgetown, D. 0.“ He wan," says the weiter, "n 
tine-Icoking “man, about 6 feet’ bieh, and perhaps 39 
years old, one of'the mort intellectual and accom. 
pllehed wen in the atmy Ihave ever known, Aa 
” conversationlst ho was rarely excelled. He 
Was a member of the regular armg, with the rank 
of captain of cavalry, when the rebellion broke aut, 
and at that tine was’ sld-decamp and private secre! 
tary to Gen. Winfield Scott. He was a Great cousin 
of Gen. Lee, commanding the Confederate army on 
the Rappahannock. Soon after the war began he 
was frank cnough to inform Gen, Scott that all ble 
sympathlea were with the South, aa hie frienda ani 
interests wero there, aud that he could not deht 
ngatnat them. As he was privy to all of Gen, Scotts 
plans for the campaign, it waa not thought proper 
to turn him loose ; bence, he was seat to Governor 
Island, where he remained three months. After the 
Bull Run battle be was allowed to go South, where 
he joined the Confederate army. Ho was a while 
on Gen. Brace’a etait as chief of artillery, but at 
the time of his death was hia Inspector general, 
When he joined the Confederate army ho altered 
his bame, and signs it thus: ‘Lawrence W. Orton, 
Col. Cay. P. A. 0. S, Aw’ (Provisional Army Con: 
federste States of Americs.) Sometimea ho writes 
hie name ‘Orton,’ and sometimes ‘Auton,’ according 
to the object which he had in view," 

An hour before the execution, Willams, or Or 
ton, tent the following requeat by'telegraph to Gea, 
Roscerana: 

“Will you not have any clomency for the son of 
Capt. Willams, who fA nt Monterey Atewtoe te 
my dylog speech, T protest our Innocence na aples."* 
(What followa la rather Inoxplicable, Tho docu. 
ment appears to de algncd, "Larvreace W. Auton, 
formerly L. Auton Williams.) Willlama thea 
adda: “T send this sya dying request.”

Major Lawrence A. Williams, the eon of tho late 
Capt. Wilitsin, received his commission Sept. 7, 
1Sel.” He commanded the Gth Regular cavalry tee 
meat ia the Poousula campaign, under. MoClellan, 
Soon after the army reached the Obickahomfoy, he 
wan plrecd under arrest for passing {ato the enc 
my'a liges, but was subsequently relloved from nto 
Fest, no Improper motive appeariog to beattached to, 
the het. Durlog the momorablo seven days’ battlo 
he actel on Gen. McOlellan’s staff, and the morning 
after the army found n lodzment at Harrison's Land: 
Jog, on the banke of the James river, came. to For 
trete Monroe, much broken in health and apirite, 
Whero ho rematned for about two weeke, when bo 
left for Washtogton la Baltimore, 

‘This Je the only Lawrence (or Laurence A,) Wik 
Hams named In the Army Reglater. Of his presence 
at Fortress Monroe in Auguat Int there ena. be no 
doubt ; but he could not have heen the epy that was 
executed, I that pereon left the gervice immedistely 
after the breaking out of the rebellion, or earlier 
than ten monthe ago. If the two are one, then the 
time he left the Union gorvice nnd joined the rebela 
48 not properly atated by the Nashvillo Pre 
auch desertion we have hal no previous account, 
Wo are left to conjecture, therefore, elther that It 
Williaa deserted to the rebols it wan leas than one 
ear ago, oF that sore one personated him, and that 
‘the gon of Captain Williams, who fell at Monte: 
roy,” was not hung by Rascerano, 

Wo understand that Major Willinma—tho same 
that waa on the Pentosuln—has a brother residing 
In this city, who ts engaged to be inarrled to the 
daughter of one of our most wealthy citizens ¢ and 
wo underatand, furthermore, that the nuptials have 
been postponed In coneequence of the hanging nt 
Fraoklio.—Tri
